‘Fred J. Kern, mayor of Belleville and 
former congressman, in a published state- 
ment, justifies the action of the mob which 
lynched David F. Wyatt, a negro teacher, 
at Belleville Saturday night for the shoot- 
ing of Charles Hertel, county superintend- 
ent of schools, 

He expresses the opinion that the com- 
not be—‘‘stirred to 
fury and resentment” by the unprovoked 
shooting of its superintendent of schools 
“‘would:not be made of desirable or right 
stuff.’’ 

He characterizes the lynching and burn- 
ing as a “somewhat irregular execution.” 

He says he ordered the police not to use 
their weapons in restoring order and de- 
fending the jail. 

He says that he did not want ‘“‘to see in- 
mocent blood flow on account of the guilty 
wretch in the jail’ and declares Wyatt 
was “not worth the sacrifice which would 
have followed, and which would have been 
simply awful to contemplate in its fearful 
gcope.”’

Those Left Behind Are Quartered in Second Stories of Their 
Homes and in the Schoolhouse. 


Fifteen hundred of the 2500 persons in 
Venice have been brought over to the Mis- 
souri side in boats and by the Merchants’ 
bridge. 

A thousand residents remain in the sec- 
ond stories of their homes and in the 


Venice schoolhouse. 

At present there are 132 persons quar- 
tered in the schoolhouse, 

When the steam launch Crescent, with 
a Post-Dispatach reporter on board, 
reached the schoolhouse Tuesday water 
covered the first floor of the building to 
the depth of a foot and a half. 

Only eight of the refugees asked tu be 


taken away on the launch. The rest stated | 


that they were comfortable and desired to 
remain where they were. 

They are on the second floor, and while 
rations are short, all have had sufficient 
food to eke out existence and more is being 
conveyed there in boats. 

Some of the refugees conveyed their fur- 
niture to the schoolhouse and it is now 
stored on benches to escape damage from 
the water. 

Dr. Ralph Scott, a Venice physician, 
suys there huve been no cases of drowning 
that he can learn of. Thomas Deering, a 
railroad man, says he has not heard of a 
single person drowned in Venice. 

Th Crescent, which is owned by Dwight 
S. Babcock, removed the following persons 
from the schoolhouse and brought them 
to North Market street on the St. Louis 
side:

The viaduct leading from Broadway, 
East St. Louis, to the approach of the Eads’ 


bridge was ordered closed to all persons 
Tuesday morning. The viaduct is the only 
present connection between East 6t. Louis 
and St. Louis. 

Trains can cross the Eads’ bridge, but 
can go no further. Boats are only able to 
land passengers on a strip of the island 
entirely separated from Hast 8t. tante 
proper by water. 

The viaduct spans Cahokia creek. Since 
the rise of the water the pumping station, 
situated under the viaduct, has been pour- 
ing water against the east pier of the 
structure, 

The constant flowing of the stream has 
washed the earth away from the pier, and 
it is now in an unstable condition.

Many of .mem are ill from exposure, in 
addition to being dispirited by the hard 
buffeting they have received. 

The police and the charitable persons in 
the districts are rendering assistance. The 
children are being clothed, and many of 
the refugees are being taken into. homes 
and cared for. 


Sanitary precautions are being taken to 
prevent the possible spread of contagious 
diseases. 

There is great need of money and cloth- 
ing to give the sufferers a fresh start 
when the waters recede and they can re- 
turn to their devastated homes, if they 
have not been carried away by the flood. 

There were 1200 flood refugees in Ed- 
wardsville- Monday night from the tri- 
cities and the flooded bottoms.

Residents of Madison who are living in 
the schoolhouse and the Knights of Pythias 
halleare suffering for want of food.

When bacon was brought to them later 
in the day they ate the meat without wait- 
ing for it to be cooked. Most of them have 
gasoline stoves, but their hunger was so 
great that they could not wait for even the 
fast service of the stoves.

Trains on the Merchants’ bridge can go 
as far as the east approach, to which point 
the flood sufferers can be taken in boats. 


HOW THE RIVER 


STAGE IS READ 


The stage of the Mississippi river at St. 
Louis is measured from the low water 
mark in the channel in 1863, when the 
river opposite the gauge was 10 feet deep. 
This was the lowest mark recorded up to 
the time the weather bureau began read- 
ings in 1871. 

Several times since the river has been 
lower than in 1863. On Jan. 7, 1838, the 
water in the channel was 2.6 feet below the 
zero on the gauge.

After taking about 100 on board, the An- 
nie Russell returned to the harbor boat 
and deposited them there.

She turned into shore at 
Granite City, but could not get close 
enough to shore at any place where as- 
sistance was seriously needed. 

So she turned and went up to Chou- 
teau Island, several reports that assistance 
was needed having come from there. 

Like Carr Island and Gabaret Island, 
Cheuteau was found almost entirely un- 
der water. 

The Annie Russell ran over the levees, 
through orchards and grain fields, whis- 
ting and ringing its bell. Soon farm bells 
were rung in response, and heads ap- 
peared at second story windows of farm 
houses. All the houses were up to their 
second floors in water. 

‘Can we do anything for you?’ in- 
quired Mr, Gardner at the first farm house 
passed. 

“Like some boat to take care of our 
stock.” said a voice in reply. 

‘“‘No time to take care of stock,"’ re- 
plied Mr. Gardner, “‘we are trying to as- 
sist human beings.” 

‘Well, the stock is In a pretty bad fix,’’ 
said the voice, ‘“‘but we can live all right. 
Everybody’s in the second story or gone 
to. high ground.” 

The Annie Russell then returned to the 
Merchants’ bridge. Mr. Gardner took 
aboard all those waiting on the bridge 
approach, and dispatched three small boats 
to row around.

Mr. Gardner placed all the provisions on 
board at the disposal of the rescued per- 
BONS. 
Some of the women cried as they came 
on the boat because some of their relatives 
wire left behind. One elderly woman 
fainted as she was about to start down the 
incline to the boat, and her daughter began 
screaming and insisted on being taken 
back. 
One aged negro woman changed her mind 
after she started to slide down alongside 
the rope because she saw a train on the

One of the rescued women stated that 
She. heard a woman had died of typhoid 
fever In the railroad tracks at Venice. She 
was ill in the school house, this passenger 
said, and friends carried her to the track. 
where she expired. 

The story of Madison and Venice today is 
one long story of distress. Incidents of 
distress that ordinarily would attract spe- 
cial attention are now commonplace. Ta!es 
of families -separated, of homes wrecked, 
of small fortunes washed away, of missing 
relatives are to be heard everywhere. 
One of the houses swept away was owned 
by a widow with seven children, who 
bought the dwelling with insurance left 
by her dead husband. 

Others tell of a little boy who went into 
Venice school ‘house, thinking his mother 
was there, and has been unable to a out 
to look for her. 


1000 REF UGEES IN 
ST. LOUIS HAVEN 


General Yardmaster O. P. Phillips was in 
charge of the train which brought over to 
St. Louis nearly 1000 of the refugees from 
the cast side cities. 

From early morning until night he and 
his men labored incessantly, barely taking 
enough time to eat. 

Three of his men plied a handcar, on 
which an improvised platform had been 
placed. The handcar brought over a load 
of from @ dozen to fifteen persons every 
trip. 

Terminal engineers and firemen, not on 
duty, signified their willingness to run 
trains for life-saving purposes, if they were 
called upon.

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No Passenger Trains Are Crossing the Eads or Merchants’ 
Bridges and Union Station Is Almost Abandoned 
as a Terminal. 


No passenger trains are crossing the Eads 
or Merchants’ bridges today, and Union 


Station is temporarily abandoned as a ter-. 


‘minal péint for all oastern traffic, both 


incoming and southbound. 

Passenger business ts prostrated. Relief 
from present conditions is not expected be- 
fore Tuesday, and it will be several days 
before some of the lines can resume their 
regular facilities. 

All trains to and from eastern points are 
leaving on the east side of the river, the 
Chicago & Alton, the Big Four and the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy from Alton, 
while all other lines now actively operat- 
ing are departing from and arriving at 
Bast St. Louis with the exception of the 
Wabash. 

Boats run to Alton from the foot of Vine 
street at 9 a. m. and 4 p. m. 

The 8t. Louts, Toledo & Western and the 
Wabash have made Edwardsville, Ill., 16 
miles east of St. Louis, their present pas- 
senger terminal center. , 

Street cars run direct from East St. Louls 
to Edwardsville, where trains to Chicago 
and all eastern cities are running close to 
echedule time. 

Louisville & Nashville trains are running 
from St. Clair avenue and the L. & N. 
tracks, East St. Louis, which is easily ac- 
cessible by street cars. 

The Vandalia is running from its own 
yards within a short distance of the Relay 
depot. 

The Illinois Central is operating no pas- 
senger trains to Chicago, but is making 
all points south. 

The Mobile & Ohio is also seriously 
crippled and can only come as far north 
as Sparta, where connection is made with 
the Illinois Central. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern 
trains are leaving and terminating at Cone 
Station, three-fourths of a mile from Re- 
lay .depot. 

Southern railway trains stop at and 
depart from Broadway and railroad tracks, 
East St. Louls. 

The Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis line is 
handling no business whatever out of St. 
Louis. Its nearest connecting point is 
Lock Haven. Lock Haven can be reached 
by the Chicago & Alton at Jerseyville or 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy at Me- 
dora, taking the boat to get to either of 
these lines to Alton. 


Service Improves 
West of River. 


On the west side of the river the situa- 
tion is better and while all trains in opera- 
tion are making Union Station, the service 
between St. Louis and western points is 
yet at a disadvantage. 

The Chicago & Alton and _ Burlington 
routes are sending their business via other 
roads. 

The only Burlington train for the West— 
St. Joe, Denver, Omaha and Nebraska, 
leaves St. Louis at 9 p.. m., using the 
Wabash road to Chillicothe and the Bur- 
lington west of there. 

There is no service over the Burlington 
from St. Louis to points North—Louilsiana, 
Hannibal, Quincy or Keokuk. 

General Passenger Agent Wakely thinks 
the situation will be bettered by Tuesday 
evening and not later than Wednesday 
morning. 

An official of the Burlington lines re- 
marked yesterday that this company had 
probably sustained the most serious losses 
of any Missouri railroad and thought that 
the work of reconstructing the various 
terminals injured, together with the actual 
damages sustained, would entail an aggre- 
gate loss of $2,000,000. 


88. 000, 000 Is.

It is thought that all of the railroads 
combined have thus far suffered ‘a total 
loss of $8,000,000. ; 

Genera] Passenger Agent H. C. Town- 
send of the Missouri Pacific received word 
from Kansas City Tuesday that all trains 
East, West and South are arriving at and 
departing today from the Union Depot, 
which is now entirely cleared of water. 

Union Station now presents a bleak ap- 
pearance. Not a sign to indicate the de- 
parture or arrival of a train is up between 
tracks 10 and 32. \ 

Usually the business season of the year, 
the early days of June, 1903, will go on rec- 
ord among the dullest from the railroad 
man's point of view. 

There are trains and trains on every 
track, but nobody to occypy them, and the

who come trom their homes in the slums as 
well as their more fortunate brothers from 
the West kind. All these the teacher brings 
together .and teaches respect, discipline, 
obedience and to become good citizens, For 
ail of which she receives a mere moiety. 
Yet she is expected to dress well. She is 
expected to kewp abreast of the times by 
reading ao literature, when as a 
matter of fact she has not the money with 
which to purchase the periodicals, 

When vacation time comes the teacher 
is unable to take advantage of it in seek- 
ing recreation because she cannot afford to 
spend money in that way. After spending 
lu long months in faithful, conscientious 
work in the school room she must spend 
her vacation in preparing for the coming 
school session. 

“It is true that an appropriation of $70,- 
000 has been promised to the teachers, but 
when this is divided among the 2000 teach- 
ers of the public schools it means only an 
uverage of $35 a year for each teacher. 
They should at least have a 10 per cent 
raise in salary this year and an addition! 
raise of 6 , cent next year. 

“When the 6 mill assessment was asked it 
was supposed that part of this would be 
appropriated towards increasing the sal- 
aries of the teachers. This was cut down 
to 5 mills, I. understand that there 
will be built two new high schools, aggre- 
gating in cost over $700,000, instead of in- 
creasing the teachers’ salaries.

But*what guarantee is there that the commerce of St. Louis, 
instead of the assoctation’s stockholéers will reap the benefit of 
free franchise and free city property? The members of the 
Council who used this argument did not ask for any guarantee 
of good faith; they did not insert in the loop franchise bill any 
provision securing to the commerce of St. Louis the benefits of 
the city’s proposed generosity. The Terminal Association offered 
no terms or conditions which would assure the city’s commerce 
low rates and fair conditions.

HOW TO TAKE “SNAP-SHOTS.” 


Frederick W. Wendt in St. Nicholas. 


Now, my dear young photographer, who- 
ever you may be—possibly you are just 
like Robert, in that you have never be- 
fore realized what a “snap-shot with 
brains’ is. 
what your little pocket camera may be 
made to do when you think before you 
snap. It does not depend go much on 
what you take as on how you take it. 
Summer is here, and on land and water 
your camera can be made an interesting 
companion. Let me suggest to you a few 
experiments you may not have thought of 
before. I do not claim them as original, 
but they will do to begin with, and they 
will doubtless suggest others to you. 

1. Water pictures. Stand on a »pler 
about six or eight feet above the surface 
of the water, and point your camera at 
your friend swimming or floating below. 
If your “‘subject’’ can swim under water, 
and the water is clear, you will in this 
‘way obtain pretty studies of reflection 
and refraction. Then try to take persons 
diving and jumping into the water; but do 
not be disappointed if at the first few 
trials your films show only part of the 
pody or the tip of the feet. It is not 
easy to catch a quickly falling. object in 
the center of your picture. 

9. Moon pictures—really setting sun pic- 
tures. Just before the sun sets the actinic 
rays are weak. You may point your lens 
directly at the sun, without fear of fog- 
ging your plate. Water is an important 
factor in a picture of this sort, because 
it shows reflected light. The effect is en- 
hanced by having one or more objects in 
or near the reflected path of light—either 
in the foreground or background. — 

%. Lightning pictures. People have sald 
to me: “How can you snap the shutter 
just as the flash comes?” You don’t. You 
point your lens at a retreating thunder- 
storm—at night. Then your shutter, 
and leave it open until you have caught 
one or more flashes on the film. ,As it is 
night. you may keep your lene open until 
nearly dawn with fogging your plate. 

4.A few hours with your friend the 
camera can be made to teach you quite 
as much about perspective and the laws 
of light-and shade as many a text book.

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TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


Pay of St. Louis School Teachers Is 
Inadequate and Should Be 


Increased. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your paper has always seemed willing to 
present the facts where an injustice is 
being done in the people's name, even 
though the vict!ms were unable to offer 
you either commercial or political reward. 
Hence, I feel that I am not presuming 
when I ask you toa interest yourself in the 
correction of a great wrong to which the 
teachers of St. Louls are being subjected. 
The taxpayers of St. Louis do not- know 
that they are parties to a system of op- 
pression, but they should be given an op- 
portunity through enlightenment to cor- 
rect that system. 

The janitors in our public schools re- 
celve more money per yéar for ther serv- 
ices than the first assistant teachers. These 
conditions exist in a city which never 
ceases to boast of its liberality to the 
cause of education.

The 
demand for relief near home will be larger 
than was anticipated, and the committee 
calls upon citizens generally for further 
funds to enable them to meet all the legiti- 
mate demands for relief.

Serious Effects: in the Central 
Mississippi and Lower 
Missouri Valleys. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The 
bureau's weekly crop bulletin: 

Excessive rains in the lower Missourl, 
central Mississippi and Ohio valleys, Ten- 
nessee Coal, the Carolinas and Georgia 


have delayed farm work and greatly dam- 
aged crops, especially in the central Mis- 
sissippi and lower Missouri valieys. The 
flood stage in the Mississippi river at St. 
Louis being the highest since 1858 and that 
in the Missouri at Kansas City since 1844. 
The protracted and probably unprecedented 
tb drought continues unbroken in 
northern New England and eastern New 
ork. The weather map of June 9 shows 
light rains have fallen over much of this 
drought area in the %4 hours ending 8 a. m. 
of this date. Portions of the upper lake re- 
gion, central and west gulf states, North 
Dakota and Montana are in need of rain. 
Highly favorable temperture conditions pre- 
valied in the Rocky Mountain states, but in 
Pacific coast the week was very hot and 
dry, especially in California and Oregon, 
while the early part of the week in the cen- 
tral and west gulf states was too cool. 
~Much corn remains to be planted in the 
Missouri, Mississippi and Ohio valieys, 
where the early planted.is greatly in need 
of cultivation and much had drowned. 
Planting was resumed in Nebraska and 
Iowa during the latter part of the week, 
where under the most favorable future 
conditions the acreage will be reduced. 
‘Under more favorable conditions planting 
hy Middle Atlantic States ha® been fin- 
ed. 

Rust in winter wheat is very generaily 
reported in the Ohio. central Mississippi 
and lower Missouri river valleys, and in 
the last two named districts the crop has 
Sustained much damage from floods.

SKELETON RECALLS A MYSTERY

KANSAS CITY. June 9.—Clean-up work 
in the flood district was retarded today, 
both by the lack of water and men. Hun- 
dreds’ of laboring men are needed and 
every idle person is being pressed into 
service. It is expected that a full force 
of water will be sent through the mains 
tomorrow.

HOPES TO STOP SMUGGLING 
AND INDISCRIMINATE SALES 


Contract Will Provide That the Drug 
Shall Be Sold Only to Chinese 
Who Have Used It Many 
Years. 


Mipecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Philippine 
government is preparing to create an opium 
monopoly in. the archipelago and sell it to 
the highest bidder. The scheme has been 
under consideration for three months and 
bas been approved by the war department. 
- ‘he contemplated action is based on the 
theory that it will restrict the use of the 
érug to Chinese who have used it all their 
lives, and prevent its indiscriminate sale 
to Americans and Filipinos, many of whom 
are falling victims to it, 
Col. Bdwards, chief of the bureau of in- 
gular affairs, said of the plan today: 
“Opium is now smuggled into the islands 
in immense quantities and sold almost 


openly to Americans and Filipinos as well 
as Chinese and Chinese half breeds. It was 
decided that the use of the mos 4 could 
be restricted only by farming out the priv- 
sege of handiing it, and this will be done. 

“The bidders will be confined to Chinese, 
and the highest bidder will get the privilege 
for a year. Public hearings on the sub- 
ect have been golng on in the Philippines 
or three months and no better plan could 
be suggested. 

“There has been a little objection from 
the United States and some from the Chi- 
nese in the Phillppines, who will have to 
pay more for their opium on account of the 
u which it now escapes. 

“Atter the privilege is sold, opium can be 
sold in the Philippines only by the Chinese 
who gets the contract and his agents. The 
contractor will be under heavy bond to 

arantee compliance with the restrictions 
mposed and so will h's agents. They can 
sell the. drug only to Chinese more than 2 
years old, who have used it all their lives. 

“They cannot sell it to Americans, Fili- 
pinos or half-breed Chinese, nor to any Chi-
